A New York special to the Cincinu 
nnti Com tti ere i al -Tt Ibu tie reports an 
interviews with Senator Stewart, of 
Nevada, which, if correct, is signifi- 
cant. The special says: 

Senator Stewart, of Nevada, has 
been looking into Wall street for sev- 
eral days to sec what foundation there 
is for the reports of confidence and ac- 
tivity. The old silver Senator hns 
come out in an interview in which he 
says he would not be surprised to see 
wheat go up to one dollar and silver 
down to twentysfive cent. He ac- 
knowledges that it is useless lor sil- 
ver men to howl hard times and ca- 
lamity, and the only thing to do is to 
wait and see il the improvement is a 
permanent thing. Said Senator 
Stewart: 

There is no room lor pessimism in 
! this country. Np one can be n bear 
I in the face of the wheat famine in 
I Argentina, Russia, Hungary and 
India. In view of this condition 
abroad I would not be surprised to 
see silver as low as twenty-five cents 
! and wheat as high as one dollar. 

There is nothing in talking silver 
at the present time, and my advice 
to my friends in the West is fall into 
line with the forces of prosperity and 
progress and receive their due share 
of the reward. The time has passed 
lor the old issue and new condtion. 
The wheat situation in the West will 
make every railroad in the West not 
only a dividend earner, but a divi- 
dend payer. 

"Railroads that have been mori- 
bund for years are now taxed to their 
lullest capacity, and are still unable 
to accommodate the trafic. I am 
told there is imminent danger of a 
car famine on many of the most im- 
portant lines traversing this coun- 
try.” 

"Are the people in the West alive 
to this new situation?" 

"The people in the West are wide 
awake. With their immense crops 
they will be able not only to liquidate 
their indebtedness, but will inaugu- 
rate a buying movement that will 
suiprise the people in this part of the 
country. 

"I think that by the late tail the 
truth of what I said and reiterated 
during the campaign will lie generally 
recognized, and that is that there can 
be no gen. -ml prosperity in this coun- 
try that is not born and sustained in 
the West." 

"Then you think silver may go 
down lo twenty-live cents and wheat 
go np to a dcltar?" 

"Yes, I do." 

> Senator Stewart has been the most 
vigorous fighter for silver in the 
country for many years, and has al- 
ways maintained heretofore that sil- 
ver and wheat would keep pace with 
each ether, and when wheat went up 
silver would advance also.

Before Mr. Gage gets through his 
application ot business ideas to the af- 
fairs ol U.cle Sam it will begin to tell 
on the pay-roll. The action or rather 
the non-action, on the Baltimore va- 
cancy, was uot the beginning, liver 
since Congress got away, the Secreta- 
ry aided and abetted by Assistant 
Secretary Vauderlip, who has a keen 
scent lor sinecures, has been vacating 
unnecessary offices. He lias pursued 
his investigation, and has chopped 
off useless heads without any noise. 
The salaries which suddenly stopped 
thus far amount to $50,000 a year. 

The Secretary as yet has hardly 
gone outside ol the custom o ffices 
and immigration service. In those 
two branches his lopping-olf has been 
limited to offices in the vicinity of 
Washington. At Baltimore he found 
ten men employed to do what he 
thought five could do as well. He 
stopped five salaries there. A cum- 
bersome immigration service has 
grown up until nearly every littie 
port of entry has it Government im- 
migration agent. The salaries are 
not large, but the labor entailed is 
about as near nothing as possible. 
The Secretary has made a specialty 
ol reform in the immigration service, 
and has cut ol dozens of the superflu- 
ous agents. — [Washington Dispatch 
to the St. Louis Globe-Democrat.

Haveti Voto Under 
tho Rooster.

II tdinsburg, Aug. 16 — On Thurs- 
day of hist week the Populist and 
silver Democratic committees net 
hereto select a campaign committee 
(or this county, and to settle upon a 
device under which to place the fus- 
ion ticket. Tae Democratic oiuruit- 
tee met in the Court House and the 
Populist commitee in the Hambh-ton 
House just across me square, Thete 
was much trotting backward and for- 
ward between the two places. Depu- 
tations from the Populists would go 
over to confer with the Democrats 
and vice versa. A joint meeting ot 
tbe two committees was held in the 
auditoiiu n of the Court House. 

After weighty and lengthy discus- 
sion it was decided that two hands 
clasped should be the devicc'for the 
fusion ticket. The lusiouists there- 
fore will be known as the clasped 
hands party. 

Another mitterof trilling impor- 
tance was also before the committee. 
Notwithstanding its non-importance, 
it was the cause of some warm feel- 
ing. ‘The brethreu did not dwell to- 
gether in unity upon the subject. 
The question was this: The Popu- 

lists had nominated Hou. H. C. 
Smith, of Hancock couuty. lor State 
Senator and the Democrats the Hon. 
Elisha Ashcralt, ol Meade couuty. 

Mr. Ashcralt first sought the nomi- 
nation as a Populist, but suddenly 
shitted his course and became a can • 
didate for the Democratic nomination. 
By this remarkable action Mr Ash- 
cralt made himself decidedly non per- 
sona gratis t 1 the Populists. 

The ^Populist therefore demanded 
that the Democrats withdraw Mr. 
Ashcralt and endorse Mr. Smith. 
Strange to say the Democrats tailed 
to do this. There is not therefore al- 
together a spark of brotherly love be- 
tween the brethren. 

Speaking of fusion however re- 
minds us that the Populists have got 
about all they want in all our neigh- 
boring counties except Ohio.

JUDICIAL CONVENTION. 

A Largo iuh! Enthusiastic 
Convention. . 

The delegates In tile fill ludicini 
District Convention m -1 in O *•*■ unbo- 
rn Tuesday to nominate candidates 
for Cncuit Judge and Common wealth's 
Attorney. All four ol the counties 
were represented by Delegates on the 
floor ol the convention. In Daviess 
corn ty the Republicans had conceived 
the idea ol nominating two National 
Democrats for the two offices The 
delegation was headed by E. T. 
Franks, lie had control ol liis dele- 
gation and was the Sir Oracle of his 
crowd. 

Hancock and Ohio county Repub- 
licans are Republicans from principle 
nnd would not stand any run-over by 
Frank’s crowd, hence the convention 
was iivcly from start to finish. 

Judge W. G.Newton, of Livermore, 
was selected as Chairman, and Sam 
A. Anderson ns Secretary and the 
convention proceeded to business. 

Committees on Rules, Organ iai- 
tion, Credential^ and Resolutions 
were appointed and made their re- 
port after which a resolution was In- 
troduced by the Ohio county delega- 
tion t hat none but known Republic- 
ans should be placed in nomination, 
which was tabled upon motion of 
Franks. Davies and McLean coun- 
ties voting for the motion and Han- 
cock and Ohio counties against the 
motion. Here the Ohio county dele- 
gation refused to participate in the 
convention as they would not be a 
party to a trade to barter men's prin- 
c™es away, and as the convention 
was no longer a Republican conven- 
tion. Franks, with his usual ha- 
rangue, was on the floor in an instant 
with a speech, whereupon Hons. E. 
D Gufly and C. M. Barnett answered 
him to the satisfaction of everybody. 

Ohio county voted against fusion 
on every occasion, but McLean and 
Daviess counties succeeded in nomi- 
nating Jo Noe lor Commonwealth's 
Attorney and when the nomination 
for Circuit Judge was reached Franks 
nominated Mr. Gufly for Circuit 
Judge and he aefused it in a nt«t lit- 
tle speech and then the Hon. D. A. 
Powers was placed in nomination and 
he declined and then Franks nomi- 
nated Judge L P. Little. The vote 
was taken as follows: 

Daviess county 16 for Little, Mc- 
Lean and Hancock 5 each agains Lit- 
tle. The chair ruled Ohio county out 
after she had voted against Little. 

The Republicans of Ohio county 
may well feel proud of her delegates 
as they went to the convention as 
Republicans and came back home as 
Republicans.
